No one in Jackson cou nty was h ap ­ 
p ier wh en th e last p rimary v ote was 
totaled early today th an th e members 
of th e cou nty board of election com­ 
missioners wh o wrere on du ty since 6 
o’clock Tu esday nigh t. 
Th e task of 
tabu lating th e v ote and comp iling th e 
totals is v ery ex acting and laborou s 
and th e board worked h ard to make 
as rap id p rogress as th ey cou ld. Th e 
members slep t a few’ h ou rs as th ey 
cou ld find th e op p ortu nity , bu t th e 
facilities for resting were v ery meag­ 
er and th e members fou nd th ere is no 
p lace like h ome. 
Wh en it became known late Th u rs­ 
day afternoon th at th e tabu lation of 
th e v ote of all th irty -fou r p recincts 
h ad been comp leted and th at th e 
work of su mming it u p h ad started 
scores of telep h one calls to th e clerk 
office were made by p ersons wh o were 
interested in th e contests on both 
th e democratic and rep u blican bal­ 
lots and wh o h ad been following th e 
retu rns as th ey came in from each 
p recinct. 
An idea of th e interest 
sh own in th e p rimary resu lt cou ld be 
gained from th e crowd of sp ectators 
watch ing th e gain in th e v ote as 
sh ow'n by th e bu lletins in th e Rep u bli­ 
can window. 
More interest was centered in th e 
sh eriff’s race on th e democratic bal­ 
lot th an in any oth er cou nty contest. 
With elev en candidates in th e con­ 
gest and th ree of th em, Mann, Ball 
and Abell, ru nning close togeth er 
th eir friends were anx iou s to find ou t 
wh at affect th e second ch oice v otes 
wou ld h av e on th e final resu lt. A f ­ 
ter th e canv assing board h ad added 
u p th e total of first ch oice v otes 
fo r 
each candidate and it was declared 
th at none h ad been elected as nomi­ 
nee th e second ch oice v otes were th en 
distribu ted as th e low’ man was drop ­ 
p ed from th e race. 
On tinal retu rns 
K. D. Mann won first p lace with a 
majority of 223 ov er Ned Ball, th e 
second man in th e race. 
Mann h ad 
7 9 2 and Ball 569 in th e final cou nt. 
Th is inclu ded th e second ch oice v otes. 
Th e second ch oice v otes did not 
ch ange th e standing of th e candi­ 
dates as annou nced on first ch oice. 
It was demonstrated th at as a gen­ 
eral ru le, th e leading candidate se­ 
cu red th e largest nu mber of second 
ch oice v otes or at least enou gh to 
insu re h is nomination if h e h ad a 
fairly good lead ov er h is closest com­ 
p etitor. 
Immediately after th e official can­ 
v ass wras comp leted and th e resu lts 
were known, as official rep ort wras 
sent to th e secretary of state wh ere 
th e totals for congressman, l \ S. 
senator and state officers were com­ 
p iled.

th at Manly D. Wilson, of Madison, 
w'on th e nomination. 
Joh n H. Kam- 
raan, of th is city , made a good race 
and h is v ote wa s esp ecially good 
wh en it is remembered th at lie did 
not make an activ e camp aign for th e 
p lace.

Tense with su p p ressed indignation 
th e senate p ostp oned action on th e 
Colu mbu s ou trage, desp ite th e reso­ 
lu tion of w’ar by Senator McCnmber, 
of North Dakota, and Senator Fall, 
of New Mex ico, and a bitter sp eech 
by Senator Ash u rst, of Arizona. 
Ash u rst made u sensational ch arge 
th at th e state and war dep artment 
h ad p lanned with in th e p ast week to 
remov e troop s 
from 
th e Mex ican 
border and th at 
for 
th e p ast fiv e 
month s th ey h ad refu sed to consider 
th e border situ ation as th reatening. 
“For fiv e month s I h av e been a 
constant v isitor at th e state and war 
dep artment,” h e said, “and I h av e 
p laced before th em time after time 
th e most earnest p leading for ade­ 
qu ate p rotection for American border 
towns. Th e catastrop h e at Colu mbu s 
was forecasted to th ese dep artments 
as nearly as h u man ev ents can be

Sh ortly after th e receip t of 
General Fu nston’s requ est, th e war 
dep artment 
annou nced 
th at 
“th e 
situ ation is ov er for th e p resent at 
least, and th ere is noth ing to do u n­ 
less we are ordered (o go in." 
Ch ief of Staff Scott declared 110 
orders h ad gone to Fu nston to p ro­ 
ceed to 
Colu mbu s and 
at p resent 
th ere was little ch ance of su ch ord­ 
ers being sent. 
“1 u rgently recommend,” declared 
th e requ est from General Fu nston to 
th e war dep artment, “th at American 
troop s be giv en au th ority to p u rsu e 
into Mex ican territory h ostile Mex i­ 
can bandits 
wh o inv ade American 
territory . 
So long as th e border is 
a sh elter for th em th ey will continu e 
to h arass ou r ranch es and towns to 
ou r ch agrin.” 
General Fu nston repo rts th at th e 
Mex ican consu l at El Paso th inks 
th at th ere wou ld be no o bjectio ns to 
American troop s entering Mex ico in 
p u rsu it of Villa and th at lie wou ld

Oliver Hampton Smith (13) 
17 9 4-18 59 . 
In 182G Oliv er Hampton Smith de­ 
feated the Hon. John Test, one of 
the first men of the state, for con­ 
g ress. 
As a member of that body 
he serv ed with distinction. 
Ilis 
speech u rg ing an appropriation for 
the constru ction of the Cu mberland 
Road, in reply to Philip P. Barbou r 
of Virg inia, was the ablest consti­ 
tu tional arg u ment ev er heard in its 
fav or. 
In 18 36 Smith was elected 
to the United States 
senate 
ov er 
Gov ernor Hendricks and Gov ernor 
Noble. 
While in the senate he was 
made chairman of the committee on 
pu blic lands, and “So thorou g hly 
was his ju dg ment tru sted by his as­ 
sociates on the committee, that he 
became absolu tely the whole commit­ 
tee.” 
Defeated for a re-election in 
18 42, Indianapolis was chiefly in­ 
debted for the constru ction of the 
Bellefontaine road, later known as 
the Bee Line. 
Two y ears before his 
death, Smith beg an writing his series 
of sketches in early Indiana history , 
which form a v alu able and permanent 
contribu tion to Hoosier literatu re. 
Smith died in 18 59 , and the Indian­ 
apolis Jou rnal, speaking of his death 
tated, “No man since the lamented 
Marshall's death was more widely 
known or hig hly esteemed.”

GOLDEN TEXT.—Let u> run with patience the race that i> set 
before us, looking unto Jesus the author and perfccter of our faith. 
— Heb. 12:1, 2.

This lesson on the heroes and mar 
ty rs of faith was probably suggested 
to the committee by the previous les 
eon on the death of Stephen. If a wort! 
or phrase gives the key to a chapter or 
portion this Is certainly the “ faith” 
chapter of the Bible, for the word is 
found twenty -four times in this chap 
ter. But we must look at chapter x . 38 
for the reason why of this chapter, 
“The Just shall live by faith.’* a sen 
fence q uoted three times in the New 
Testament, the other two places being 
Itom. l, 17; Gal. iii, 11. and all three 
q uotations of Hab. 11, 4. 
Before we 
can live by faith we mu-it be justified 
by faith, made just or righteous (Itom 
r, 1), and that takes us to the first “be 
lieve” in the Bible in connection with 
righteousness (Gen. x v,G>. “Tie beli, veil 
In the Lord, and He counted it to lC:n 
for righteousness." This also is q uoted 
just three times in the New Testament 
(Bom. iv, 3; Gal. ili, <5; Jtis. ii, 23» . so 
these must be very important say ings 
Our first great need is righteousness 
th e kind that God req uires and Un­ 
provided fully in Christ and can be 
obtained only by faith il’om. s. 3. 4» 
Then, being saved, we must glorify 
God by a righteous life, and this also 
is by faith, for as we have received 
Christ Jesus the I» rd so must we walk 
in Him (Col. ii, G). 
Faith and patience 
are thè two essentia! things in the dai 
Jy life of the believer, steadfastly be 
holding the I^» rd Jesus, implicitly be 


lieving ITis word and waiting patiently 
for His return (Hob. vi. 12, 15; x , 35-37; 
x ii. 1-3) 
Faith is not w hat we feel or 
see. but Is a simple trust in what the 
God of Love has said of Jesus as the 
Just. 
Unsaved people cannot possibly 
please God (Bom. vtii. 8 ), and ouly by 
faith and obedience can saved people 
please Him. 
By believing Gen. 1, 1. 
with Ps. x x x iii. G. we know how the 
world was made. 


Abel believed that the only way ror 
a sinner to approach God was by sacri 
fice and shedding of blood as taught to 
his father in Gen. iii, 21. 
Cain did not 
believe God. and therefore his rejec 
tion by God. 
Enoch was fully agreed 
with God in every thing and was will 
ing to bear the scoffing of the ungod­ 
ly (Amos iii. 3: Jude 14, 16>. 
Noah 
believed in an approaching judgment 
and in obedience to God prepared for 
ft. 
Abraham did not consider himself 
nor Sarah nor seeming impossibilities, 
but was fully persuaded that God was 
able and would do w hat He promised 
(Bom. iv. 19-21) 
The word of God 
concerning things to come sustained 
Isaac and Jacob and Joseph and the 
parents of Moses and Moses himself.

Paris, March 10.—The region east 
of the Meuse again is the center of 
the struggle for the fortress of V er­ 
dun. 
The crown prince’s army began 
a determ ined effort to break through 
the French line to the east and south­ 
east of the Douaumont plateau, where 
for the time being the advance ap­ 
pears to have been definitely checked. 
The 
new 
offensive 
was 
directed 
against the village and fort of Vaux , 
the latter situated on a height to the 
southeast of the village. 
German infantry detachm ents were 
able in the course of the attack to 
enter the village, but w ere im mediate­ 
ly driven out again by a bay onet a t­ 
tack. 
This is the only point at which 
the French were bent back, even to 
that ex tent. 
e.vervwhere else from 
the outskirts of Douaumont where the 
attack was be un on the German right 
the assault w s repulsed. 
The Germans renewed their offen­ 
sive with the s;m e violence, repeating 
their attacks several times on the out­ 
skirts of Douaumont. on the village of 
Vaux and on the slopes of the hill 
upon the crest of which is Vaux fort. 
The heaviest assault was made on 
the latter position. 
Here the Germans 
were thrown in m asses against the 
French positions at the foot of the 
slopes. 
The assaulting lines crumpled 
up 
under 
the 
barrage 
fire 
of the 
French artillery and machine guns, 
and the Germans, according to the of­ 
ficial statem ent issued by the French 
war office, suffered enormous losses. 
Thorough 
artillery 
preparations 
were made by the Germans for the a t­ 
tacks. 
In spite of these preparations 
and 
the 
series of attacks, 
lasting 
through the night and the day , it ap­ 
pears that the Germans made no ap­ 
preciable gain. 
To the west of the Meuse the Ger­ 
mans began, simultaneously with the 
offensive 
on 
Douaumont-Vaux 
line, 
counter attacks, intended to recover 
the positions retaken by the French in 
the region of the Hois Des Corbeaux . 
The French artillery fire prevented 
the Germans from debouching from 
their section of tlie woods, and all a t­ 
tem pts to attack Bethinoourt were re­ 
pulsed. 
The French continue to consolidate 
the positions they had regained and 
announcement was made that they 
now again control practically the en­ 
tire area of the woods. 
Activity by the French artillery is 
noted in Champagne and in the Ar- 
gonne.

Arthur Craven and 
H arry Arnold, state bank ex aminers, 
connected with the office of auditor of 
state; Dale .T. Crittenherger, p resent 
state auditor, and Vincent Case, Her­ 
man E. Morris, Otto B. Russell and 
Elias Noble, directors in the bank at 
the time it was closed by the auditor 
of state a year ago. 
The p laintiffs ask damages in sums 
ranging from $10 to $1,000. The com­ 
p laints are p ractically the same, ex ­ 
cep t as to the amounts of damages 
asked, this being governed by the de­ 


p osit of each p erson.
